This is called 244]ll/jukujikun (a 
special idiomatic kanji reading). It means Kanji used in Jukujikun were chosen based on the meaning of characters not 
based on the Chinese readings of individual characters.

The word "5 </uso" means "a lie." In the dialog, the speaker is showing her surprise by saying "5 <!/Uso!" This can be 
translated as "It's a lie" or "This can not be true." 


It means "truth." When you say "A824? /|EA. & 3 ? /hontd?" with a rising intonation, it means "really?" Some people drop the 
3 and pronounce as "iY //honto."
